The free communication of thoughts and
opinlony Is one of the Invalusble rights of
man, and every ¢itisen may freely speak,
write and print on any subject, being re-
ponaible for the abuwe of that lberty.—
Article I, sectlion 7, of the ConsUtution of
Pennsylvania

HE lower courts have held that this does

not upply to the right to exhibit plotures

and that the lo™
estalilished without violation of any
fundamental libertles of the people
teed to them by the Constitution.

Koszta Seized By Austrians

Martin  Koszta, n Hungarisn by birth
and compatriot of Kossuth, had taken part
In the revalution of 15845-49, which had for
its object the detachment of Hungary from
the dominions of the Emperor of Austriam,
and emigrated to the United States shortly
nfter the fallure of that movement. In July,
1662, he made a declaration of his Inten-
tion to become an Amerionn cltizen, at the
same tme, of course, renouncing allegi-
to any foreign Power. The following
year private business took him to Turkey,
where he pinced himpelf under the protestion
of American diplomatie répresontatives, T
wns while he was under this fancied security
that a plot was concocted by some Austrian
officers In S8myrna, inspired by thelr Govern-
ment, Lo efMect his capture and return him to
Vienna to stand trial for “treason,” the same
charge that is now made against Cleplelowski
at Cleveland, He was selzed on the streets by
# band of mercenaries employed by the cone
spirators and carried aboard the Huszar, a
warnhip lyving in Bmyrna harbor, Desplie
his protests he wans confined In lrons and
wubjected to great indignities. It was on the
day following the selzure of Kossta that the
sloop-of-war St. Louls, fiylng the Siars
and Stripes, salled into Bmyrna harbor.

Captaln Ingraham, 1ts commander, apprised
of Kosstu's plight, sent to the captain of the
Husadr a courteous roquest for permisalon to
see the prisoner, To this request assent was
granted, and Captain Ingraham, after & cone
versation with Koszta, assured the latter he
wia entltled to the protection of the American
fNug. PPrompt demand for the prisoner's ro-
lensn was made by the commander of the
St Louls, which demand was contemptu-
ously refused, Thersupon Ingrabam com-

anoe

municated the facts o the nesrest United !

Btates diplomatic officer, who happened to be
Consul Brown, stationed at Constantinople,
Meanwhile, six additional Austrian warships
hiad ¢ome Into harbor and anchored closs to
the Hussar, While Captain Ingraliam was
walting for & reply to his message to Consul
Brown he noticed the Husgar, with Koszts
ot board, getting ready to leave. ®hortly
afterward the Austrian was under way,

“Clear for Action!”

It didn't take a man of Ingraham's ealibire
long to make up his mind about & matter
which to his way of thinking Involved the'
dignity of the American flag, He put the
Hl. Louls in the Hussar's course, and o
shot from the sloop's guns wgnt fiylng aorows
the bows of the Austrian -of-war. Tha

suaded the commander of the Huszar to take
pavuse in his contemplated flght, even with
half & dozon other Austrian warships close
at hand, Temparizing woas attempted, but
Captoin Ingraham wos resolute. The Hussar,
with Its captive, turned back, Its commander
having a wholesome regard for Amerlcan
prowess as well as Ameriean diplomacy In
those days, and manifeatly having no hanker-
Ing after an International compliestton such
ns Ambassndor Dumba succesded in Inviting
by his meddiesome Interference with Amer-
ledan Industries

Ameriea Enthusiastic

Captain Ingraham's nctlon was hailed with
neclnlm by the American people, but so in-
censed the Austrinn Government that, acting
under instructions from Vienna, Baron Huolse-
mann, who back in the By held relatively the
same position as that from which Dr, Con-
stantin Dumba has virtually been thrown out
head and heels, wrote to the Secretary of
Biate asking the United States Government
“to disavow the conduct of its agents.”

Did the United States Government heed
this arrogant demund of Vienna? It did not,
The Becretnry of State in 1553 was Willlam 1.,
Marey, who in his stormy political eareer had
never been acoused even by his most ardent
enemies of belng n “pussy-foot,” or what Mr.
Roosevelt today would deslgnate as a “molly-
coddls,” and he defended in n ringlog lettor,

Marey's letter was recelved with unbounded
enthusiasm throughout the Tinited Blates,
and the stiund taken by the Hecretary of Stite
win Indorsed by competent authoritios on In-
ternntional law.
